MILK HANDLERS 
CONFER WITH THE 
ACTING MAYOR 


To prevent any future difficulty in 
regard to the handling of milk by con- 
tractors and the railroads, such as was 
experienced during the recent days of 
high temperature, Acting Mayor Collins 
at noon today invited several of the lead- 
ing milk contractors and railroad officials 
to a conference in his office. 

A statement from the mayor’s office 
will be fssued this afternoon as to the 
result of the conference. Today’s milk 
supply is normal, says the acting mayor, 
but no such difliculty as has just been 
experienced will be repeated, he declared 
today. Thousands of people temporarily 
adopting a milk diet caused a marked 
shrinkage in the remaining available 
supply. . 

Today the situation is declared by Dr. 
Patrick H. Mullowney of the board of 
health to be normal. 

Boston’s usual daily supply of milk is 
about 40,000 cans, or 320,000 quarts. 
During the heat wave the demand leaped 
upward until 60,000 cans or 480,000 
quarts were barely sufficient to meet it. 
A large reserve, held by the principal 
milk companies, met this increased de- 
mand for a time.

It is equally well known 
that after the unhappy events had taken 
place some of those that had been prime 
movers in them expressed contrition for 
their parts. Later New Englanders 
wrote of the doings at Salem with a 
good deal of intelligent scorn and among 
them was Thomas Hutchinson, to whose 
history of New England the reader has 
been so often referred in these papers. 
We have little to do with the Salem 
witchcraft trials, but it is to a passage 
in Hutchinson that we take the reader 
for a hint that may throw some light 
on the actions and opinions of our early 
ancestors in New England. Hutchinson 
shows that there had been witchcraft 
mutterings in New England before 1692, 
as indeed they were common enough in 
England and Europe at the time, and 
he shows, moreover, that the inhabitants 


were forever seeing portents and signs. | 


The marvelous was common food for 
talk. Hutchinson says (History, edition 
of 1795, Vol. I, p. 120, note): 

“This turn of mind was not peculiar 
at this time to the people of New Eng- 


‘land; it was prevalent in England If 
the New-Englanders exceeded, the new 


scenes they had just entered upon may 
in some measure account for it. They 
had an ocean a thousand leagues in ex- 
tent between them and all the delight of 
life which they had once enjoyed. On 
their backs they had a wilderness with- 
out limit. As soon as it was dark their 
ears were filled with the roaring of 
wolves and other savage beasts, or, 
which was much worse, the yells of 
savage men. Where there was any gloom 
upon the mind such a scene must tend 
to increase it.”

two years ago the Atlantic and Pacific 
were conected by the marvelous moun- 
tain climbing railroad which pierces the 
very comb of the Andes back of Val- 
paraiso, says the Indianapolis News. 

Now the railroad, which runs in from 
the Pacific port of Antofagasta and 
jumps from peak to peak at an eleva- 
tion of over two miles, is to be extended 
to the ancient city of Potosi and is to 
bring within reach of the world one of 
the greatest of the wonders of the mid- 
dle ages. It is Potosi’s wonderful silver 
mountain. 

It was in 1545 that an Indian peasant, 
grasping a shrub on a steep hillside, 
chanced to tear it from the soil. To ite! 
uprotted fibers were clinging bright me- 
tallie pellets; these were pure silver; 
they revealed the existence of the richest 
mine in the world, a veritable mountain 
of silver. 

Half a century later the largest town 
in South America stood at the foot of 
the hill. “For many leagues round the 
soil produced nothing” on that desolate 
plateau among the highest Andes; yet 
the “imperial town” of Potosi—to give 
it its official title—was said to contain 
160,000 persons, including 65,000 Indians. 

About 6000 natives toiled daily in the 
passages which. honeycombed the hill. 

For years Potosi has been quiet and it 
is more or less dilapidated, but the once 
famous mine remains. There are also a 
Governor's palace, a college and a num- 
ber of churches, of which, by the way, 
in the days of prosperity, Potosi could 
boast of at least 60.

AAD S100, 000,000 CAIN 
IN PEROUNAL WEALTH 


_— 


CHICAGO— Assessed valuations on per- 
sonal property in the various townships 
of Cook county, which have just been 
made public, show that the county has 


gained tremendously during the last year. 


While the clerks have not been able 
to compile the total of the assessment 
spread in the town of South Chicago, 
where most of the big holdings of stocks 
and bonds are scheduled, the indications 
are that the actual value of the per- 
sonal property in Cook county that has 
either been found or estimated by the 
board of assessors will be approximately 
$100,000,000 more than last year. 

If the board review sustains the 
assessments spread on personal property 
by the board of assessors the revenue 
for Chicago and the county will be in- 
creased by several million dollars. Even 
without the total from the town of 
South Chicago, the figures of the assess- 
ors show an increase in. the assessed val- 
uation on personal property of nearly 
$17,000,000, which, being multiplied by 
three to produce the real value of this 
property, shows an increase in actual 
values of approximately $50,000,000 over 
1910. 

The comparisons made with last year 
are not with the valuations made by the 
assessors, but with the final figures of 
the board of review, which stand as the 
final assessments upon the books. Indi- 
vidual returns are not yet available, but 
the lists were placed in the hands of 
the printeys yesterday and will be issued 
some time this week, it is expected. 

The personal property values in the 
town of Lake, which included the fash- 
ionable Hyde Park district, in Lake View, 
North Chicago, and West Chicago, all 
show a marked increase over the valua- 
tions fixed by the board of assessors in 
1910. On the other hand, there are a 
number of places where property values 
have declined, according to the assessors, 
and among these is Evanston.

HARVARD MAKES 
INVESTIGATION OF 
SHOE RETAILING 


Harvard University’s graduate school 
of business administration is carrying on 
this summer an investigation of meth- 
ods of retailing shoes in this country. 

Representatives of the sheool are in- 
terviewing leading retailers in one of 
the large states in order to collate the 
facts regarding buying, sales, store man- 
agement, credits, financing and handling — 
of expense accounts. 

This material will be classified and 
analyzed and used to determine the best 
buying methods, the normal stock turn, 
the percentage of profit to be expected 
from each depattment, the advertising 
cost per $1 for sale, the average loss of 
sales and the minimum ratio of 
capital to gross sales. 

These standards can then be used by 
each individual retailer who will be able 
to learn by investigation of his busi- 
ness, assisted, if necessary, by advice 
from the Harvard business school, the 
defects of his organization and the best 
method of remedying them. 

This investigation has been made pos-

In 1848 and again in 1852 Balti- 
more was the Democratic convention city, 
and in the last year the Whigs nominated 
their candidate for President there also. 
In 1856 the Whigs met in Baltimore again. 
In 1860 three national conventions met 
there—the Democratic convention which 
nominated Douglas, the Constitutional 
Union convention which nominated Bell, 
and the Democratic convention which 
nominated Breckenridgé. 

In 1864 the- Republicans held their 
first and only national convention in Bal- 
timore, renominating Lincoln. The Dem- 
ocrats nominated Horace Greeley in Bal- 
timore in 1872; since which time it has 
not been chosen for national convention 
purposes by any great party.

You can bring in a parrot or a canary 
bird free of duty, but a dog, big or little, 
whether of foreign birth or a native 
of America which has been spending the 
summer abroad, cannot pass the custom 
lines. An expert is required to appraise 
the exact value of the dog and 20 per 
cent is levied on this valuation.

NEW YORK WATERFRONT CHANGED 

The transformation of the waterfront 
of New York in the past third of a cen- 
tury is not less striking than that of its 
sky line. Compare a photograph of the 
harbor taken 35 years ago with one taken 
today, and the change seems incredible. 


The earlier pictures show the docks 
crowded with sailing craft, while hun- 
dreds of masts fringe the harbor. Today 
scarcely a sailing vessel is left. The 
curious old ferry-boats of that day have 
evolved into great double-deckers of in- 
creased proportion. Thousands of freight 
cars are floated across New York today 
on mammoth floats. The number of tug- 
boats and canal boats has increased 
amazingly in the past third of a cen- 
tury, lending to the ‘harbor a general 
atmosphere of activity and bustle un- 
known in the past. The earlier photo- 
graphs show a warship of obsolete design 
with square-rigged sails. The ocean 
liners of 1876 were about the size of the 
coastwise steamer of today, while the 
ocean liners, which have increased nearly 
three times in size, make the broad har- 
bor oppent much smaller by comparison.

Nitro-glycerin and 
gun cotton mixed together with a little 
petroleum jelly make cordite. 


It is curious to see the two explosives | 


being kneaded together into a paste by 
women with the same unconcern as 
dough is kneaded for bread. 


Indeed, machines similar to those used | 


in bakeries take up the work and knead 
the buff-colored cordite paste for sev- 
eral hours. Then it 
molds and issues in long cords—hence 


the name cordite—the thickness of which |

ALtTHouGnH the volume of general business 
of the United States is below what might 
be termed normal, tt is cause for gratification 
that the demands of 90,000,000 of people 
are such that considerable activity still pre- 
vails in most lines of trade. It also 1s grat- 
ifying to know that our export business 1s 
constantly increasing. Manufacturers of 
this country are no longer dependent upon 
domestic demand entirely, and it is largely 
due to the foreign trade which they have lately built up that they 
are enabled to do as large a business as they are doing now. 
Domestic trade is still on a hand-to-mouth basis. It is a wait- 
ing situation. Men of affairs are loth to enter upon any important 
indertakings until there has been some cessation in legistation and

The report of the department of agriculture issued but a few 
days ago on condition of the cotton crop was distinctly encouraging. 
The aggregate value of cotton exported during the fiscal year just 
ended is approximately $550,000,000. Based on the-condition of 
the crop as given in the government report, the indicated probable 
vield, allowing for average deterioration, 1s 14,425,000 bales, the 
largest on record. The largest previous crop was 13,679,954 bales 
in 1904. Of course, it is too early to form anything like an accurate 
estimate at the present time, as the critical period in cotton growth 
:s in August and September; but there are the best grounds fo: 
hope that we shall have a record yield. This will mean much added 
vealth to the country as a whole, and particularly to the South 
which in the last few years has been making wonderful industrial 
progress. The cereal crops are promising well, notwithstanding the 
numerous “scares,” and when the harvest 1s over another $9,000,000,- 
G00 of farm wealth will likely be recorded. Certainly there is no 
room for pessimism at present. It is a good time to entertain

The cabinet of Monsieur 
Monis fell for no adequate reason—it may 
indeed be said, for an absolutely trivial one. 
The deputies were perfectly well aware that, 
in time of peace, no commander-in-chief of the army was appginted, 
any more than a high admiral. Yet, in a moment of indignation, 
it placed the cabinet, which has been sarcastically described as the 
‘“deuxieme zone de Champagne” ministry, in a minority. The whole 
proceeding was so unnecessary that the Rappelle has not hesitated 
to declare that the government committed suicide. The opportunity 
for escaping from what was fast becoming a humiliating position 
cannot but have appealed to the premier. 

There are not wanting thos¢ who regard the Monis government 
as the latest victim of the group system. This is no doubt the case, 
but the explanation is, none the less, a superficial one. The group 
system is itself not a cause but an effect, and the conditions which 
have produced the group system, and so led to the instability of 
the French ministerial system, have to be sought elsewhere. The 
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truth is that, as is frequently repeated, almost ad nauseam, the old. 


order is changing. In all countries the lowering of the franchise is 
placing power more and more in the hands of those who have never 
exercised it before. The old governing oligarchies are being sub- 
merged in a rising flood of democracy, and the democracies have 
not yet “found themselves.”” Freed, more or less suddenly, from 
the restraint of centuries, they lack the self-control born of respon- 
sibility. The faculty of government is not acquired. in a moment. 
This does not for one moment mean that popular government 
is a failure, or even, as is frequently insisted, that popular govern- 
ment is in the crucible. Popular government has come to stay. 
The discipline of the old oligarchies was maintained largely at the 
expense of the self-respect of the government. What, however, 
the present instability does mean is that the democracy has yet to 
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learn to achieve the successes without the mistakes of the oligarchies. 
The tendency of human nature is toward excess. ‘The iniquities 
of the ancient regime were followed by the atrocities of ‘93. The 
changes which have occurred since 93 are not, however, to be meas- 
ured merely by years. During that century the political situation 
has altered more radically perhaps than in all the centuries which 
intervened between the institution of feudalism and the revolution. 
The “whiff of grapeshot”’ crushed the sections, but it did not, and 
could not, crush what was true in the new inspiration of liberty 
of which the action of the sections was but the excess. As an 
understanding of true liberty develops, France, like all other coun- 
tries, will learn that self-discipline, which is not enforced by the 
bayonet, but which results from the spread of real education and 
of an everincreasing understanding of what principle really is.

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SETTING aside the cereal, cotton and some 
other of the larger crops, upon the systematic 
harvesting and moving of which the inven- 
tive genius, mechanical skill and financial 
resources of the country are centered and 
employed, the methods used for bringing 
the farm products of the country within 
reach of the consumer are inexcusably costly 
and crude. The small farmer and the market 
gardener complain, and with much reason, 
hat they have but ’a small share in the high prices obtained in 
the centers of population from the things they raise and market. 
Yet it is a known fact that -these things, whether they be onions 
or eggs, potatoes or peaches, advance steadily in price from the 
time they leave the farm or garden until they find their way to 
the kitchen of the average housekeeper. There have been numerous 
explanations of the ultimate high cost of farm and garden products 
during the last three or four years. The middleman, the cold stor- 
age warehouse, the retailer, the tendency toward extravagance, the 
exodus from the farm, etc., etc.. has each in turn been held blamable. 
To the thoughtful observer, however, one fact has stood out in bold 
relief, namely, the immense distance lying between the producer and 
the consumer, a distance due originally to economic rather than to 
geographical conditions but finally attributable to both. 
Trainloads of products from the South destined for the North 
‘rom the North destined: for the South; trainloads 
of products grown in the West, and which should be distributed 
in the West, pass trainloads of products grown in the East, and 
which should be distributed in the East. Western vegetables and 
ruits are shipped to the East oftentimes only to be dis- 
tributed from a point on the Atlantic seaboard throughout the very 
territory in whicp they were raised. It is sometimes the lack of 
adequate transportation facilities that causes a shortage of certain 
products in one quarter of the country while these products are a 
surplus in another, but it is oftener the misuse of those facilities. 
There was never a time during the prevalence of the extreme 
high level of living cost in this country when farm and garden prod- 
uct ling at, comparatively speaking, ridiculously low 
prices in many states and districts. The railways at the same time 
hauling tarm and garden products in all directions, each haul 
| Under an efficient system of distribution a 
- of the products moved to distant points would 
home needs. The high cost of living was 
hat the farmer was raising prices or to 
exorbitant exactions on the part of the middleman or to monop- 
olistic methods of the cold storage companies, but to a system of 
distribution that did not fulfil the very first and most essential 
requirement, that of vetting the products of the farm and garden 
markets and consumers in the quickest and cheap- 
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The state grange of Pennsylvania, it is announced, is about 
to enter upon the work of establishing a cooperative association for 
the better distribution of agricultural products. Regarded as an 
educational step, this is a move deserving of applause. The state 
and local gran; the farmers institutes, the trade and labor umions 
and federations—the industrial and economic societies of the coun- 
try in general—could enter upon no line of work more worthy than 
that of educating the masses of the people up to a proper under- 
standing of the question of distribution. Here, at least, is a point 
at which the law of supply and demand, in its ordinary acceptance 
and application, falls short. ‘The supply 1s there, and the demand 
is present; but they are kept apart, and their natural operation is 
nullified by conditions that only an educated public opinion can 


correct.

When that time comes 
may it be ventured that it .would be well for the association 
to consider whether it would not profit by extension of its repre- 
sentation? There should be closer affiliation between teachers in 
public and in private schools. The annual gatherings of the National 
Education Association would be. far more profitable if represent- 
atives of the leading private schools and of colleges and universities 
were in Organic relation with it, rather than brought in from the 
outside to serve as occasional speakers. 

British educational fgrces seem to be moving in the direction 
of greater unity and harfmony after years of separation caused by 
controversies unknown in American history. The board of educa- 
tion is now projecting a teachers’ council for England and Wales 
in which delegates from the elementary schools—state and church— 
from the universities, the schools of technology and schools which 
specialize for vocations, all will find enrolment. Here, obviously, 
is something better in theory than anything the United States has 
at the present time, either in theory or in fact. For want of ‘it 
the national educational system lacks a unity of purpose clearly 
defined and progressively achieved, which omission inevitably rivets 
the attention of a foreign visitor and inspector. Until such a time 
as the nation alters its unique attitude of giving over to local gov- 
ernments and states all functions of education, it devolves upon 
the teaching profession to procure by indirect methods such a degree 
of unity of ideals and methods as is possible. Is it not time that 
there was a national education association with an inclusive mem- 
bership and with representation of all kinds of schools?
